FIRES - FEWER 

Vetve just received some good news fron 
the Regional Fire Control Office. ~~ To 
date the 18 national forests of Cal- 
ifornia and southwestern Nevada have re-~ 
ported a 24 per cent reduction in man- 
caused forest fires under the number for 
the same period in 1940. And ther 
been a 20 per cent reduction in nan- 
caused fires under the annual averare: or 
the past’ five years, All this despite 
tne fact that fire danser for the year
